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| series of proposals based broadly 


on the principles that previously 
had been enunciated by President 
Roosevelt and Mr. Churchill in 
the Atlantic Charter; but it was 
realised at the time, and is 
realised even more clearly now, 
that these suggestions were purely 
temporary, and must be amplified 
before there can be any real hope 
of a generally accepted post-war 
organisation. During the recent 
conversations in the Crimea, the 
so-called “Big Three” agreed 
that a conference should be held 
at San Francisco on April 25th, 
and that all the members of the 
Allied group should be-invited to 
attend it. The declared purpose 
of this gathering is “ to prepare a 
charter for a general international 
organisation for the maintenance 
of peace and security.” The 
Original idea was‘ that this con- 
ference should be convened by 
five Great Powers — including 
China and France, as well as 
Russia, Great Britain and the 
United States. The men who 
met at Yalta recognised ‘that, in 
spite of her military defeat in 
1940, France still must be 
regarded as a Great Power, 
particularly in view of her 
remarkable recovery within the 
last six or seven months. Her 
claim to full international stature 
was supported by the Russians, 
with whom she already had con- 
cluded an important treaty; and 
the French Government - was 
requested to act as one of the five 
“inviting Powers” to the San 
Francisco conference. Then things 
began to go wrong. The French 
had not been asked to take part 
in the Crimean talks; but on 
his way back to the United 
States, President Roosevelt invited 
General de Gaulle to méet him 
in Algiers. This invitation was 
declined, with the result that 
relations between Paris and 
Washington—to say the least of 
it—were not improved: M. 
Georges Bidault, the French 
‘Foreign Minister, visited London, 
where he had intimate talks with 
Mr. Churchill, as well as with 
Mr. - Anthony Eden. When he 
went back to Paris, it was 
generally ynderste od that France 
had agreed to act as one of the 
“inviting Powers” for San 
Francisco;. and the American 
Ambassador was told that agree- 
ment hád been reached. It seems, 
however, that there were mis- 
understandings on both sides. 
The Americans thought that the 
French only wanted 4 prelimi- 
nary discussion on certain debat- 
able points. The French declare 
that, not having been parties to 
e decisions that were taken, 
er at Dumbarton Oaks or at 
alta, they cannot act as an 
“ inviting Power,” and will attend 
the conference at San Francisco 
merely as guests. 
The San Francisco conference, 
therefore, has not been born 
under a particularly auspicious 
star. Indeed, a newspaper report 
from Washington declares that 
there is a prospect of a “ first- 
rate fight” -when the _ repre- 
sentatives of no fewer than 
forty-one United Nations come 
together on the Pacific coast. All 
the Allied Powers have been in- 
vited, with one notable exception. 
There will be no representative of 
Poland. The reasons for this 
omission are sufficiently, clear. 
Great: Britain and the United 
States, although they both have 
accepted in principle the Russian 
claim that the Curzon Line shall 
constitute the future boundary 
between Poland and the Soviets, 
continue to recognise the London 
Cabinet as Poland’s legitimate 
Government. The Russians, on 
the other hand, are supporting the 
Committee that was formed 
originally at Lublin; and, in order 
to avoid any overt difference of 
opinion between the major allies, 
it has been decided, for the 
moment at any rate, to ignore 
the Poles. This decision, while 
regrettable, at least can be under- 
stood; the position in regard to 
France is more serious. General 
de - Gaulle and his colleagues 
seem to be determined that they 
shall be treated as co-equals with 
the British, Russians and 
Americans; and they refuse 
absolutely to accept any lower 
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Racing Board will have. the 
power to levy up to 5 per cent. 
on every bet made with a book- 
maker on the course, It is 
estimated that such a levy will 
produce £100,000, which, together 
with roughly £50,000 produced 
by the statutory 10 per cent. levy 
on totalisator investments, will be 
used to subsidise racing. The 
Board has a wide discretion in 
the . distribution of this subsidy. 
It probably will corftinue the 
grants that now are being made 
out of the totalisator revenue to 
increase stakes, to reduce entry 
fees and to provide free travel 
for racehorses; but it alsé may 
finance racecourse improvements 
—it may even establish and equip 
racecourses—and it may secure 
reductions in admission charges 
for the racing public. There is 
some fear that, when racing’ is 
resumed on a large scale in 
England, Irish racing will suffer 
a serious reverse~ unless the 
enthusiasm of the racehorse 
owners and the general public 
can be maintained by improve- 
ments—such as the £150,000 
subsidy will make possible; and 
the Racing Board which is to be 
established under the bill will 
have the task of making post-war 
racing a lot more attractive than 
the sport was up to the war. 
Racegoers génerally agree that 
post-war planning was necessary. 
The money for the post-war 
plan had to be found some- 
where, and it would have been 
wrong to take it from the tax- 
payers as a whole, while course 
befting offered a rich, untaxed, 
financial field. Two ways of 
reaping a harvest from that field 
were possible. The bookmakers 
could have been abolished, and 
all course betting could have 
been diverted to the totalisator, 
with its existing 10 per cent. levy 
on bets. The alternative way 
was to impose a levy, on bets 
made with course bookmakers. 
It is intended that the levy shali 
be paid by the better, not the 
bookmakers, but probably some 
scheme will be devised whereby 
the burden is shared by both 
parties to the wagers. The 
bookmakers’ . profits may. be 
reduced slightly, though obviously 
not to the full extent. of the levy. 
In return, however, they have 
been given a statutory position in 
Irish racing. The threat of a 
totalisator monopoly and of their 
own extinction has been removed; 
and they will profit’ more than 
any other section of the racing 
community if the sport can be 
maintained at a prosperous 
level when peace-time conditions 
return.
